HOW TO CONDUCT A JUNIOR MEETING 


We happened to drop in at two Junior meetings: 


At the first the superintendent was pounding on the desk for 
order as we entered. “Opening exercises’’ was the first in order, 
a hymn and prayer, and the Creed recited mechanically. Next came 
the “lesson,”’ and the superintendent bravely did her duty by giving 
a lengthy Bible Lesson, with much drill, and questions put to the 
children one by one in turn. Then came the “collection,” another 
period of reciting some memory work by rote known as the “closing 
exercises” and then, “time to go home!” " 

When we stepped into the other meeting we could hardly tell 
when the meeting began. Several Juniors were busy at a table in 
the front of a_room busy on the construction of a village. Two 
were writing Scripture passages and references on the blackboard. 
A number were busy conferring with the superintendent. Two of 
the oldest girls were in the back of the room with a group of tiny 
ones, helping them color cards. ; 

A presiding Junior called the children together, there was an 
announcement of the subject to be discussed, several pictures shown, 
reports from several Juniors who had been assigned to bring in 
some facts on the subject, and a period of discussion followed when 
the Juniors talked over what they knew of the topic. 

From the Juniors themselves, came the suggestion that they 
would like to know more, and the superintendent was ready with 
other material on the subject, stories, Bible incidents, and pictures. 

This led to the Juniors’ interest in a bit of handwork showing 
more of the lesson and the playing of a game further illustrating 
the same. “Could we not do something about it?” next came 
spontaneously from one of the group, which led to planning for 
sharing with others some of the things they had learned and 
some of their experiences. ; 
“Should we not talk to God about it?” next came as freely 
from another Junior, and this led to a worship experience—of 
thanks for their blessings, gratitude for all His goodness petitions 
for willingness to share, and guidance for living as God’s children. 

“Could we learn more next week?’ was the last we heard as 
the group reluctantly dispersed. ‘ 

All of which led us to realize that the elements of a good 
meeting are (1) a unit of study (topic) based on something in 
the Juniors’ experience (the Junior Topics give you this), (2) a 
definite desired outcome (what shall we hope to accomplish) and 
(3) a plan of procedure: the study initiated by experiences in the 
child’s own life; the introduction of the experiences of others 
through extra material; the learning through other experiences 
such as play, handwork, dramatization; the sharing of opportunities 
through service activities or fellowship; experiences in worship; and 
lastly, a continuation of the study through further meetings.

HOW TO MAKE THE MEETINGS INTERESTING 


We asked some of the superintendents how they 
made the topics interesting to the Juniors. What kind 
of meetings do they like? One leader, from Reforma- 
tion, Detroit, Michigan, answered thus: 

“The Juniors like the meetings where we use ob- 
jects or posters, such as the Missionary Tree, the India 
Magic Box, Chinese Jar of Ginger, Japanese Tea Box 
(see the Junior Topics Booklet, “Our Church’), Clock 
For the Twelve Point Program, ete. 

We tried to make our room look as “Chinesy” as 
possible for the “Lighting the Way” topics. 

I have been saving pictures for several years, so 
this year the Juniors sorted them and mounted them 
on cardboard. We have a fairly good set on most of 
our mission countries. 

The children like dramatizations of stories, and es- 
pecially do they enjoy anything in the nature of a quiz, 
Bible sharpshooting, jumbled words, and one word an- 
swer questions. (See Topics Booklet, “The Bible.) 

For some time we had a special number each Satur- 
day, a Junior soloist, pianist, or duets and trios. We 
use the blackboard quite regularly, so we did like all 
the topics with blackboard illustrations. 

We use the Candlelight Birthday Service regularly 
once a month, observing all the birthdays celebrated 
that month. 

Picture Lessons are interesting and so are the hymn 
study lessons. The Juniors seem to have the truths of 
the lesson fixed firmly by this type of lesson. 

The Juniors seem to enjoy most the lessons where 
they can all really do something—such as the quiz type, 
spell down method, or where there is some object to 
hold their interest, such as picking the fruit from the 
missionary tree, or turning the hands of the clock. 


UNITS OF STUDY 
We no longer merely teach a lesson with the Jun- 
iors. We study with them a subject which is within 
their experiences and in which they are interested. We 
plan the whole work around this subject, worship serv- 
ice, story, discussion, handwork, activities, expression, 
and we call this a unit of study. 


The Junior Topics are planned along this line. Each month the 
Topics follow one general theme. In the Review a suggested pro- 
gram is usually given. In the Topics Booklets material is given 
to enlarge the Topic and spend as much time upon it as the 
Juniors’ interest warrants. 

We have these units of study: The Bible, The Church, A Trip 
to the Holy Land, Bible Heroes, Juniors Building Christian Lives, 
Winning -Others, Life of Christ, Prayer, Christian Citizenship, 
Recreation, Thanksgiving, Christmas, Luther. Get these 
Booklets—five cents each. 

This is permanent material and can be used whenever the need 
for a study of that particular subject arises. We hope to add more 
from time to time. 

Be resourceful and use this material, building up your own 
meetings, as the needs of your own Juniors shape your work. 

Other subjects which may well be studied are: The Boyhood 
of Jesus, The Life of Paul, How We Got Our Bible, The. Story 
of Joseph, Stories of Some of the Great Heroes of Our Church, 
Homes, World Peace, Hymn Studies, Old Testament Heroes, The 
Story of the Hebrew People, The Land Where Jesus Lived, Jesus’ 
Friends, What Different Nations Have Given Us, Christmas In 
Many Lands. 


Find out what your Juniors know on the subject 
selected, let them assist in selecting it, have additional 
material ready to teach of the experiences of others, 
plan your worship, games, handwork, expression and 
service around the theme, and you will have interesting 
Try this way of teaching.

Most of the Juniors like to work with their hands. 
It is easy to secure their co-operation when they are 
allowed to make something. 


Sometimes this “making something’ becomes so 
fascinating that all else is forgotten and the lesson is 
missed. Handwork that is really worth while should be 
of one of. three types: 

(1) Something to .awaken interest in the work 
which is to be presented, i. e., pictures of the Holy 
Land studied, made into a scrapbook, and made the be- 
ginning of an exhibit when a “Trip to the Holy Land” 
is to be taken. 

(2) Handwork which will help impress the lesson, 
such as the making of a Palestine Village while studying 
some Bible stories. This will teach more of the cus- 
toms of Bible lands if the Juniors are led to investi- 
gate and study just how the people of Bible times lived 
in order to make such a village. 

(3) Handwork for others. In this class are scrap- 
books for hospitals, dresses and quilts for homes, toys 
made or renovated for our mission stations, and any 
work that will teach the spirit of sharing.

LUTHER LEAGUE REVIEW 


Most of our Juniors have read all the books. We have a 
Reading Course chart with the names of all that read the books 
on it. The boys hardly gave the girls a chance to check out 
“Indian Nights.” Our Educational Secretary_is the librarian. We 
are going to share our books with Fremont Juniors. Some of our 
Juniors made posters about the books. ; ‘ 

“The Blue Highway” is a book that contains make-believe 
stories about China. One story is about a dragon and a frog, and 
another is about a Chinese Sandman. This book is very good for 
bedtime stories. : . 

“Stories of Long Ago” is a book which has sixteen Stories 
taken from the Bible. It has one poem also. This book contains 
ten stories of Jesus, one poem of Long Ago, and six stories of people 
of Long Ago. Each story is well illustrated. These stories tell 
of the life of Jesus and the beginnings of the Christian faith and 
fellowship. ’ ; 

“Book of Golden Deeds” contains hero stories of different 
countries and golden deeds. This book makes us think that we 
should try to be heroes or do golden deeds. A golden deed is 
something you do without thinking of any praise or reward you 
may get. , 

“Indian Nights” is a book which has fantastic tales of the rea 
men. Some of the Indian legends are made into interesting tales. 
The stories are of Indians ranging from eastern Canada south into 
the states of North and South Carolina. They tell of Indian life. 
This book is written like ‘(Arabian Nights.” The Indian Princess 
tells a story each night for twenty-five nights and thereby gains 
freedom for herself and six other captives. 

I like all of the books, but “‘The Book of Golden Deeds” 
fascinated me most because the heroes of these stories made such 
great sacrifices. The stories of these heroes of the past make us want 
to be like them, although now people are not so cruel and we are 
not called upon to sacrifice our lives as they were in those times. 
The stories in this book tell of the times when people in order to 
be brave had to give up their lives. They had to suffer unjustly 
and endure severe hardships. I can hardly believe that such cruelty 
ever existed. 

The story in the book, “Rock of the Capitol” shows that the 
Romans loved their city and her greatness above all else. When 
enemies came upon the city at a time when the soldiers were away, 
the aged Senators refused to go into the safety of the tower because 
there was not enough room for everyone and they wanted to spare 
the younger citizens. The Senators were killed by the enemy. 

This is just one story. I hope we may have many more such 
Reading Courses.

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III. DAILY BIBLE READING 


One of the points on our Twelve Point Junior Pro- 
gram is daily Bible reading. We should aim at having 
every Junior a reader of his Bible—not reading a verse 
or two from sense of duty, but Bible passages and 
stories because he is really interested. 

To accomplish this we must explain the Bible to 
him and make it interesting. Without this it is hard 
reading and scarcely understood, 

Think a minute about these facts in the light of 
a little child trying to read—the book is a story of 
“long ago,” it is of an unknown race, it speaks a foreign 
language—terms which he knows nothing about, it is 
not one book but sixty-six. They are divided not only 
into chapters but into verses. It contains many hard 
names and long lists of family names which he cannot 
pronounce. 

Yet it also has many, many fine stories the reading 
of which will fill him with delight. It is our privilege 
to make the Bible interesting by helping him find these 
parts, teaching him how to use the Bible, and leading 
him to find in it a personal help and strength.

I. THE MISSIONARY TOPICS FOR 1934 


The Junior League is studying the Light Brigade 
topics supplied to us by the Women’s Missionary So- 
ciety, and once a month time is reserved for the mis- 
sionary meeting. 

Miss Jane Gilbert, who is in charge of giving us 
these topics, tells us about the 1934 series: 


We will study Africa, beginning in October. A series of les- 
sons entitled ‘‘What Difference Does It Make?’’ prepared by Miss 
Emily Werner, and similar to the topics, ‘‘Lighting the Way,” oa 
China, which we used last year, is being prepared. 

The books used are, “In the African Bush,” for the Juniors; 
“The Call Drum,” for those of primary age; and ‘‘David and Susi” 
for the beginners. 

The programs prepared for the Review each month are for the 
Juniors, but will refer from time to time to the other books as 
supplementary story material. 


We know the Juniors and their leaders will look 
forward to this study of Africa. 


II. JUNIOR MISSION STUDY BOOKS FOR 1934 


A Junior told in this way about the two Junior 
mission books at the Pennsylvania State League Con- 
vention in York, Pennsylvania: 


The Junior Mission Study Classes for the coming year will be 
very interesting, I am sure. 

When we study “IN THE AFRICAN BUSH,” we will learn 
something of how the boys and girls live in Africa. We will see 
what food they eat, how they play, how they work, what wonderful 
work our missionaries are doing for the many boys and girls who do 
not know our loving Saviour. We will learn some of the queer 
games these African children play, and we will understand our 
African brothers and sisters much better after we have studied “In 
the African Bush.”’ 

The other book we shall use is “YOUNG AMERICA MAKES 
FRIENDS.” In this book we read stories of how different chil- 
dren in America do certain things. We will learn something about 
the children of the southern mountains, how they live, where they 
go to school, how different their schools are from ours. We will 
learn the different duties of children in various parts of America, 
how difficult some of their tasks are, compared with ours. Then, 
too, we are going to learn how to keep well and happy, and how 
to teach other boys and girls to keep healthy and happy. Then, 
to be good Christian boys and girls we must learn to be good citi- 


zens. We must show strange Juniors how to be loyal to our coun- 
ie We will learn from this — how differently some boys and 
girls earn and use their money. We will study the different churches 
boys and girls attend. The whole study of “Young America Makes 
Friends” will teach us many things and help us to be more friendly 
to all boys and girls. 


III. -AFRICA FOR JUNIORS 


The study of Africa is sure to prove most fascina- 
ting to the Juniors. Be sure to include a study of this 
interesting country in your plans for this year. 

Do not just “study Africa.” While doing so, show 
to the boys and girls how very much alike children are 
the world over, and implant in their hearts and minds a 
deeper world friendship and understanding for the boys 
boys and girls everywhere. 

The book, ‘In the African Bush” ($1.00), contains 
much story material, suggestions for handwork, African 
games, and plans for many interesting ways of using 
the book.

HINTS ON MAKING AFRICA INTERESTING 
TO THE JUNIORS 


Make an African Notebook. Cut good size sheets of colored 
paper in the shape of the map of Africa, tie together with ribbon, 
put in these pictures of Africa, hymns studied, notes of the lessons, 
and the like. The African Picture Sheet will give pictures. 

Use the African Picture Map. Make a map of Africa of oil- 
cloth, fastening to it at the appropriate places samples of the pro- 
ducts of Africa. 

Make an African Village. Either get Bradley’s pattern for 
African Village, or better, let the Juniors study African life, as- 
semble materials, and make the village. 

To start the study create an atmosphere, tell stories and have 
Juniors retell. Distribute maps. Have posters of African life 
made, posters of green cardboard, with darker green palm trees, 
brown huts, and black people. Show the pictures, “The Hope of 
the World” and “Christ Blessing the Children.” Play African 
games. Teach “Jesus Loves Me” in African dialect. Use the 
Africa Picture Stories. You are then ready to discover with the 
Juniors the needs of Africa and ways in which your group may help. 

Make your map study real—use this verse: 


A map is not a map to me— 

But mountains, rivers, lakes and sea, 
People sad, and people gay, 

Little children at their play, 

Folks with feelings like my own, 

Each with some place they call home. 
Their skin may black or yellow be,

The purpose of this book is to suggest ways in which the 
leader may help Junior boys and girls study the customs of differ- 
ent racial groups in our Own country, to discover what the church 
is doing to improve any wrong conditions which are discovered, and 
to realize that as part of the Christian Church they have some re- 
sponsibility for carrying out this work. 

It deals with the problems of Christian living common to all 
boys and girls, such as going to school, doing home chores, keeping 
well and happy, being good citizens, earning and spending money, 
and going to church. 


It offers guidance in understanding the experiences of such 
other groups as Alaskan Eskimos, migrant workers, negroes, moun- 
taineers, and mew Americans. 


Service enterprises suggested are helping furnish equipment of a 
settlement or neighborhood house, helping a hospital, providing some 
playground material for other children. 


With this bock, a Picture Map of the United States, Picture 
Sheets and Picture Stories will aid in teaching. 


V. CHILD NEIGHBORS IN AMERICA 


This is the primary book on the same theme as 
“Young America Makes Friends,” and may be used in 
connection with that study for additional stories. 

It contains many stories from various home mis- 
sion fields, together with practical and helpful plans for 
teaching. 


VI. “FOLLOW THE LEADER” 


Stories of boys and girls of many lands whose lives 
are enriched by following the Great Leader. A few of 
the titles are: Ferhan, the Girl Who Wanted a Home; 
Mefanie Meets a Friend of Jesus Christ; How Rajas 
Earned Her Bread; Toshio Has to Choose, and The 
Friendly Bags. The stories cover orphanage work, 
schools, hospitals, labor and government co-operation 
with the church, peace and friendship projects. The 
last story gives a fine account of the Mexican School 
Bag project. 

Through these stories the child may progress 
through his home, school, healing, welfare and govern- 
ment to world friendship and a love for the Great 
Leader whom all nations may well follow. 

Fine plans for using the book are given. 

This is one of the books of the Reading Course. 


VII. THE AMERICAN INDIAN 


This is the way a Junior told of the study of the 
American Indian, at the convention of the Pennsylvania 
State League. She came from St. Stephen’s Junior 
League in Lancaster, Pa. and the book they studied 
was “Many Moons Ago and Now.” 


I am sure that none of the Juniors enjoyed any of our mis- 
sion studies more than that of the American Indian. What Junior 
boy or girl is not interested in Indians, and the book, ‘‘“Many Moons 
Ago and Now” is so interesting that we could not help bnt learn 
much from our study. 

There are three kinds of Indians about which we studied— 
the Eastern, the Plains, and the Indians of the Southwest. By way 
of illustration I am going to give you an outline of how we studied 
one of these groups, the Plains Indians, because these are the most 
common type. ' 

Just as soon as the girls and boys came to the first meeting 
they were free to look at pictures which the leader provided and 
some of them had gathered. If you do this perhaps one of the group 
will make the suggestion that the Juniors arrange the pictures and 
label them. If an exhibition is to be given at the final meeting 
these pictures will become part of that. j ‘ 

To see just what the Juniors know about the Indians and just 
what they would like to study, a question box or quiz might next 
be given on the Plains Indians. This will lead to discussion. 

Our leader then told a story about this group. There are fine 
stories in the book and the public libraries can be used to find others, 

It was next suggested that during this study we meet regularly 
as an Indian tribe, that a council ring be formed, a chief elected, 
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and real Indian names selected. A make-believe Indian council fire 
can be arranged. Around this council fire can be discussed just 
what the Juniors would like to make—an Indian tepee, carrying 
out certain Indian customs, writing to our Indian mission, packing 
a box to be sent to the boys and girls there. 

_We kept a record of attendance with feathers, each Junior 
having a ‘‘parfleche,’’ a bag of rawhide which served as a carryall 


for the Plains Indians. A feather was secured for each day’s 
attendance. 

An Indian game might next be played. Some are given in the 
book. Many others are found in the book, ‘“‘Children at Play In 


Many Lands.’ 

A short work period was always included in our plans. Many 
suggestions are given in the book—lIndian craft work, pottery from 
clay, beadwork of all kinds, basket making. Sometimes we drama- 
tized scenes from Indian life. In preparing for this simple cos- 
tumes can be made. The girls might make dolls dressed to repre- 
sent the Indians. A scrapbook would also be a fine project. 

__A_ closing period of worship should be planned, which fits in 
with the needs of the meeting and is an expression by the Juniors 
of the impressions made by the stories. The book gives many fine 
suggestions. These worship programs will give the Juniors a truer 
conception of the Indian, who, too, had a. form of worship, and 
communed with a Great Spirit. 

_ This is a sample of the way in which one tribe of Indians 
might be studied. The book gives three, and each may be worked 
out in a way that will appeal to the Juniors. 

Be sure to let the Juniors themselves suggest and work out with 
the leader’s help the plans which interest them most and which 
will be most worth while. Vary the order in each meeting, and da 
not make the study too long. 


VIII. CHINA 


Did your Juniors study “Ling Yang,’ the Junior 
book on China? Here is a letter which the Junior 
Secretary received telling how one Junior League had a 
most helpful study: 


Trinity, Akron, Ohio, Juniors at Their Work Making 
a Chinese Scrapbook 


Dear Miss Mehlhouse: 

I am going to tell you about our work period, which we have 
once every month at Trinity Lutheran Church in Akron, Ohio. I 
will mention Chinese ancestral home, scrapbook of China pictures, 
China Panel Posters, and a Chinese picture map. All these things 
were made at the work period. 

The boys and girls made book markers for all the missionaries 
of China. We purchased a rubber doll to send to China. We are 
making clothes for the doll, and my mother is in charge of this. 
Sister Bessie is in charge of all our work. 

The children made a scrapbook of Chinese-American life which 
we are going to send to China. We made fans with Bible pic- 
tures on them. We also made a scrapbook of comfort for the sick. 

Sister Bessie read to us stories of a Chinese boy, Ling Yang, 
and it was very interesting. We learned many new things from this 
book about China. 

We made aims on this book, “Ling Yang,’ which we are go- 
ing to stick to. Our aims are: 1. An appreciation of Chinese life, 
2. To make Christ loved and worshipped. 3. An expression of love 
and friendship for Chinese children. 4. An expression of love for 
our China missionaries. To give and pray for China. 6. To 
send handwork to the National Luther League Convention on China. 

I have enjoyed all of our meetings and work periods and I 
know if you were to our meetings you would have enjoyed them too.

Our Junior Secretary in 
Puerto Rico, Miss Villa- 
rini, who so endeared her- 
self to everyone at the 
Reading Convention, sends 
us greetings. She is at the 
head of a splendid group 
of girls who are the kind- 
ergarten teachers, as well 
as the superintendents of 
the Junior Leagues.

X. INDIA 


Our Junior Leagues have been growing by leaps 
and bounds in India. The Junior Secretary of India in 
his last report listed 220 Junior Leagues with 1,651 
members. 

Groups of children are gathered together and pray- 
ers, Bible verses and Catechism taught, Bible stories 
told and hymns sung. They meet in convention annual- 
ly and with banners and badges have a most happy time. 

Mrs. McCauley writes most enthusiastically of the 
Junior Leagues at the Boys’ School at Tenali. 


These children, bless their hearts, are all loyal little Juniors. 
There are Lutherans, Roman Catholics, Baptists and Salvation Army 
ites represented in our school, but all are one in their love for 
Jesus, our Lord. 

At one time you asked what the Juniors in America could do 
for the Junior Leaguers out here. We would be delighted to re- 
ceive American lead pencils, tablets, mouth organs, marbles, table 
games, balls, whistles. Also three yard and two and a half yard 
pieces of material for shirts. The boys also like very much those 
big red bandana handkerchiefs. They love to tie them around their 
necks and think they are all dressed up. They have so little here 
in India compared with the children in America.

Over a hundred fine Japan scrapbooks were submitted in the 
Scrapbook Contest, and a large number of fine Japan Posters in the 
Poster Contest. . 

The Nebraska Juniors at their State conventon—fifty strong— 
had a Japan exhibit, program and play hour. 

Puerto Rico Juniors had a Japanese Bazaar. 


Kansas Juniors made Japanese handwork at their State con- 
vention. 
Demonstrations showing how the Juniors have studied Japan 


have been given at a great number of District Senior conventions. 
Berks District Juniors took charge of one whole session of their 
convention, with a Japan demonstration. 

Many District Japan Junior Rallies have been held, with each 
group in the District giving a number on Japan. 

The books ‘SLeaves From a Japanese Calendar,” 
“Our Japanese Friends” have been studied largely by the Juniors. 

A Japanese play festival, with a doll show, a program on 
Japan, worship, a Japanese story hour, and a play hour, with 
Japanese refreshments, was enjoyed by over 250 children in Akron, 
Ohio, and this has been followed in many other places.

This is a 
rather trite statement, but one, nevertheless, that is 


very true. ones cs, 
A youn erson—the Senior—is actually engaged in his lite 
work, Cuca he is waiting in these unsettled times for the chance 
do the thing he wishes to do. ; ’ f 
f° The Tarermemate is pretty well. decided on his plans. His 
courses of study in school have already been selected, and he knows 
fairly well just what he wants to do in the way of a vocation.

It is the Junior with whom we can work, whose life calling 
we can shape. Here is our greatest opportunity. 

Even the Junior knows what he wants to do. Ask any small 
boy and he will tell you that he wants to be a policeman, a fireman, 
or fly an aeroplane. Even the Little Leaguer wants to be exactly 
what his daddy is. 

we can bring into the lives of these children impressions 
that will so mould their characters that they become growing Chris- 
tians, and some of them decide on Christian callings as their life 
work, we will be doing at least part of our job. 
_ We must first of all realize the importance of childhood and 
its possibilities. The story is told of a Bishop who as he walked 
through the streets of London removed his hat as he passed every 
little boy. Ask why, he replied, “‘Who knows but that it might 
be the future King of England?” Who knows who it is that we 
have before us in the ranks of the Juniors? 

Statistics tell us that one out of every thousand children is an 
unusual child. Great is our fortune if we happen to discover that 
child and have some share in his development and in giving to the 
world a genius. 

Luther Leaguers, get the vision of the great possibilities in 
little children, and the field for service with them all around you. 

Next, remember that early impressions are the most lasting. 
The desires of a child, or some small incident in childhood may 
shape that child’s life. 

A boy, with a beautiful home, and everything heart desired, 
ran away to sea. Asked why, he replied to his mother, ‘‘Why, 
don’t you remember the picture that has hung in my room ever 
since I was a tiny child—the picture of a sailor boy? That picture 
has grown and grown with me until there is nothing more 1 want 
in the whole world than to be a sailor boy.” 

A letter from a missionary in the Fiji Islands was read one 
day in Sunday School and a little boy listened wide-eyed, and going 
home, prayed that God would accept him as a missionary. James 
Chalmers became one of the greatest of all missionaries to carry 
the Gospel to cannibal islands. 

A father-told his little boy of people who had mever heard of the 
true and living God, and showed him some of the idols they wor- 
shipped. Alexander Duff, when he grew up, went to India, there 
to do marvelous work in telling the people of the God of love. 

A mother told her little girl stories at bedtime of people in far 
off lands who never heard of a kind Heavenly Father. ‘The little 
girl cried herself to sleep, and resolved to do something about it. 
Mary Slessor, of Calabar, went to carry the message to the black 
tribes of Africa when she grew up. 

Our own Dr. Anna Kugler one Sunday afternoon when she was 
a very little girl heard a missionary tell of the need of more mission- 
aries, and she resolved then that when she grew up if the Lord 
needed her she would go where He wanted her to go. And every 
one of us know of the great service of love and healing which Dr. 
Kugler rendered in India. 

These children are our future workers—our ministers, mission- 
aries, deaconesses—and we must claim them for the work. 

A little curly-haired five year old boy stood by his mother’s 
side in a home where a missionary was a guest. Laying his hands 
on the head of the little fellow the visitor said to the mother, 
“Won’t you give me Coley for a missionary?’ And in later years 
Bishop Coleridge Patteson was one of the greatest preachers ever 
to go to Africa. 

These children are also the future workers in our churches and 
in our organizations. Do you ever stop to realize that the future 
President of your State League, the future President of the Luther 
League of America, is a little ten year old boy today somewhere? 
Yes, somewhere, too, today there is a boy in one of our churches 
who will sometime be a President of our United Lutheran Church 
in America. I tremble sometmes for fear the Junor Luther League 
may miss him, and he miss’its training. What share are you taking 
in his training? 

We must train these children for Christian living every day as 
well. Not all can enter full time Christian service as a calling. 
But every cone can be a Christian just where he is, in whatever walk 
of life he enters. The crying need today is for Christian men and 
women in every field of labor who will apply the teachings of the 
Bible and the example of Jesus Christ to everyday conditions and 
life. And we have the great privilege of building Christian charac- 
ter and training these children through the Junior League. 

Perhaps this is our ‘‘life service.” Work, you say? Yes, but 
well worth every effort put into it. Reward? If you must look for 
results and reward in Christian service, you will reap them. abund- 
antly when you see the children you have trained and influenced 
developing beautiful Christian characters, enlisting in the work of 
the church, going step by step into higher and higher offices of 
trust and stewardship. Then you will know the real joy of service.

WHAT CAN THE INTERMEDIATES DO 
FOR THE JUNIORS? 
There are a nutmber of ways in which the Inter- 
mediates can help the Juniors. Here are a few: 

(1) Welcome the Juniors promoted into the In- 
termediate League, make them feel at home, and give 
them some work to do. 

(2) See that your younger brothers and sisters 
are in the Junior League. They will be Intermediates 
some day. 

(3) Help with the Little Leaguers. An Intermedi- 
ate girl can often take a group of the little tots and 
help by telling them stories, helping them color pictures, 
or do some other handwork, and teaching them prayers 
and hymns.

Bible. 

(6) Once a year the Intermediates might plan a 
social meeting of some sort for the Juniors.

THE METHOD OF PERSONAL WORK 


It is significant to find that in the mind of the out- 
standing revivalist of the nineteenth century whose 
stimulation of the churches was unquestionable, the 
method of personal work was pre-eminent. Dr. Erdman 
in his work on Moody writes as follows: 


“The life of Mr. Moody has no more important mes- 
sage for the present day than is found in his insistence 
that it is the privilege and duty of every professing 
Christian to exert definite personal influence toward 
bringing others into vital relationship with Christ and 
into membership with His Church.” 


All during Moody’s most strenuous campaigns, Dr. 
Erdman shows, he insisted on doing personal work him- 
self, coming into touch after every address and every 
appearance with the individual and enlisting as many 
men and women as possible to assist in this work. It 
appeared to him to be more important than the platform 
or pulpit and it was in the inquiry room that he labored 
hardest. In this habit Mr. Moody followed his Master 
who had a profound interest in the individual and knew 
the possibilities of the wayside well, the picnic place by 
the lake, the grainfield, the wharfside, as well as the 
forum court of the temple or the hall of the synagogue.

Higher and higher he 
tossed the pearl amidst the breathless interest of the 
bystanders, among whom the word was passed of the 
priceless value of the gem. It was a daring feat but 
the cleverness of the juggler was phenomenal. 


But finally when the pearl was tossed higher than 
before, the ship happened to be struck by an unfore- 
seen wave. The juggler, lurching, lost his balance, 
and the priceless pearl, rebounding on the deck, rolled 
over the ship’s side into the sea. The incident mani- 
fested the folly of the juggler in playing with such 
a tremendous stake. But how much greater is the folly 
of those who gamble with the soul and its infinite pos- 
sibilities!

MICHIGAN SYNOD 


The Eighth Annual Convention of the Luther League of the 
Michigan Synod opened in the Oakwood Park division of Lake Wa- 
wasee on July 16th. About two hundred and fifty Luther Leaguers 
of the Michigan Synod attended the opening session of the eighth 
annual convention of the Luther League of the Michigan Synod. 

The speaker for the opening service was Rev. Paul E. Schmidt, 
pastor of Hope Lutheran Church, Detroit, who also had charge of 
the service. The theme for the convention was “Seeing Jesus.” 
The subject of Rev. Schmidt’s sermon was “Seeing Jesus Only.” 
He gave the definition of his sermon as ‘Seeing Jesus Only or 
Exalting Jesus Christ,’’ and stressed the responsibility of the Luther 
Leaguer as “‘Lest we see Jesus only and exalt Him in our lives, 
our lives, our work and our church are failures.” The text was 
taken from the transfiguration of our Lord, Matthew 17:8, referring 
to bold confessions of Christ, of which grow out of exalting Christ. 

The second session of the eighth annual convention opened on 
Monday morning with Rev. F. H. Bloch, pastor of Trinity Church, 
Kalamazoo, in charge of the service. Rev. Bloch chose as the 
subject of his sermon “Obeying Jesus’ Last Command.” The 
definition of this title was stated by Rev. Bloch as “The Last 
Command of Jesus.” He explained this as ‘‘It demands first of all: 
subjection, secondly—vision, and lastly—it demands love.” 

There was one new League admitted to the Senior group of the 
Luther League of the Michigan Synod, it was Ascension of Pontiac. 
Seven new Intermediate Leagues, as follows, were welcomed into the 
organization: Trinity, Hillsdale; Bethel and Messiah, Detroit; Holy 
Trinity, South Bend; Holy Trinity, Flint; Trinity, Kalamazoo and 
St. Peter’s, Millersburg. Two new Junior Leagues were wel- 
comed: Bethel, of Detroit, and St. Mark’s, Monroeville, Ind. . The 
business session was presided over by the Synodical League Presi- 
dent, Ervin O. Johnson. te , 

Following the business session, the group divided up into the 
various discussion groups, and were presided over by the following 
competent leaders: Rev. Walter E. Bradley of Columbia City, who 
had charge of the Senior Group; Rev. John S. Hoenstine of La- 
grange, who was in charge of the Pastors’ Group; Miss Audrey 
Benner of Elkart, who was in charge of the Intermediate Group 
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(Miss Benner just recently returned from the Rocky Boy Mission 
in Montana); and Miss Dorothy Tweedle of Detroit, who had charge 
of the Juniors. Following the business session and discussion groups 
the committees appointed for convention duty held their meetings. 


In the afternoon, the service was in charge of Rev. J. D. Brosy, 
D.D., who delivered the sermon of “Witnessing for Jesus.’ Dr. 
Brosy related in his sermon that ‘‘The supreme need of mankind 
today is to know Jesus in His redeeming power, and guiding pres- 
ence. In order to know Jesus somebody must bear witness unto 
Him, someone must make Him known unto men. Jesus made wit- 
nessing for Him essential in the evangelism of men,” later he 
stated, ‘““Who knoweth whether thou art come to the Kingdom for 
such a time as this.” 

In the afternoon business session, Grace Church of Gary, ap- 
plied for membership into the Senior Group. This was in the form 
of reinstatement, after a period of inactivity. The pastor of this 
ghareh is Rev. Albert H. Keck, D.D., President of the Michigan 

ynod. 

The highlight of the business session on Monday morning was 
the adoption of Resolution No. 6, presented by the resolutions com- 
mittee, the resolution reads as follows: part B of section 6 is what 
aroused the real enthusiasm, A—That the President of the Synodical 
League appoint a Ways and-Means Committee for the purpose of 
considering and entertaining the questions which may arise prece- 
dent to the proposed re-alignment of synodical boundaries. B— 
That we recommend to the bodies which shall probably result from 
such re-alignment in dividing this present organization shall not 
interfere with the future annual conventions to be held at Wawasee, 
but rather that such Leagues shall continue present relations by 
meeting at Wawasee in a joint convention with separate business 
meetings, but holding services, discussion groups and banquet to- 
gether for the purpose of encouraging Christian fellowship and good 
will, thus reacting to the benefit of Luther League work.

4. That the Leaguers in conventions hereafter assembled be 
encouraged in prompt and more energetic arrival at convention 
sessions and that said Leaguers be encouraged to congregate in 
front seats and more compact groups in such place of assembly. 

That every Leaguer be prepared to attend the banquet and 
join in and partake of the fellowship which such occasion affords.

October 1, 1933 
Sixteenth Sunday after Trinity 


PREPARATION FOR SOUL-WINNING 
Matthew 10:7-42 
(By, Dr. Samuel M. Miller) 


Our theme is Winning Others. The purpose of the 
topics pertaining to the theme is to present to our 
Luther Leaguers the challenge of winning souls for 
Christ. This should be the greatest desire of every liv- 
ing Christian because we know it is the great and 
glorious purpose in the heart of our Saviour. He wants 
men to be saved. He has also determined to use men 
as co-workers in soul-saving. Our generation is quickly 
passing off the stage of history and we are the ones 
who must bring the message of Christ to them, 

This is not a work for preachers only. There is a 
leading of individual souls to Christ which often is even 


more successful than working with large groups. Oft- 
times handpicked fruit is more to be desired than wind- 
falls. Every Christian may engage in this intensely in- 
teresting work. The reward is to be permitted to share 
some of the joy there is in heaven over one sinner that 
repents. 

In presenting the topic, “Preparation for Soul-Win- 
ning,” we shall divide it into two parts and suggest that 
one speaker present each part. 


I, Jesus, My Personal Saviour 

The soul winner must have faith in Jesus Christ 
as his own personal Saviour. Let the text be Matthew 
4:18-22. Picture the four fishermen who were to be- 
come great soul-winners. They hear the call of Jesus, 
“Come ye after Me.” Of Peter and Andrew it is said, 
“They straightway left their nets and followed Him.” 
Of James and John, “They straightway left the boat 
and their father and followed Him.” 
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This attitude of immediate obedience to the voice 
of Jesus Christ is one touchstone by which you may 
know whether or not you yourself are a saved soul. 


There is a subtly dangerous type of Christian abroad 
in our day. Men and women, young and old, can be 
intensely interested in the Church and its organizations. 
They can give most fervent expressions of loyalty to 
their Church and League and be willing to do all kinds 
of work in connection with the organization, but with 
all this there is no personal love and loyalty to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. They never say a word about Him 
to anyone and if they have any private relation with 
Christ it is mostly a matter of some brief perfunctory 
prayer. If such people are asked whether or not they 
are saved, they are the ones who answer, “I hope so,” 
or “I am trying to be,” or “I am doing the best I can.” 

When Christ says, “Come follow Me,” and we 
adopt an obedient attitude to Him, one of the things 
He will teach us is that of the guilt of sin. We will 
most certainly have our own experience like Simon 
Peter’s as recorded in Luke 5:1-11. As he realized the 
majesty of Christ, he also realized his own sinfulness 
and we see him at Jesus’ knees saying, “Depart from 
me for I am a sinful man, O Lord.” But Jesus does 
not depart. Instead He comforts with the words, “Fear 
not, from henceforth thou shalt catch men.” 

As we continue to follow Him, He will lead us to 
the cross and reveal to us its deep meaning by showing 
us as He did the disciples, that ‘‘The Son of Man came 
not to be ministered unto but to minister and to give 
His life a ransom for many.’—Mark 10:45. 

When we trust Him and can say that “He loved 
me and gave Himself for me,” then we know that we 
are saved. The love of Christ which then floods our 
hearts constrains us to share this joy with others who 
are not saved. 

Certainly no one is prepared to win others for Christ 
until they can say with full confidence and assurance, 
“T know Him whom I have believed,” II Timothy 1:12, 
and “Hereby we know that we know Him if we keep 
- His commandments,” I John 2:3. 


II. Faith In His Enabling Power 

A second necessary step in preparation for soul- 
winning is to have faith in the power of our: living Lord 
Jesus to make us fishers of men. 

In Matthew 4:18-22 note again the words of Jesus, 
“Come ye after Me and I will make you fishers of men.” 
First we note that we are not to make ourselves fishers 
of men. That is Christ’s work, not ours. The skill and 
the success in landing souls for Christ we are to receive 
as His gift of grace. Such gifts He gives by the means 
of grace, the Word of God. 

If I want to be prepared to be a soul-winner I must 
therefore prayerfully use the Word of God, not in the 
first place in order to know how to give that Word to 
others, but in order that I may personally profit from it 
in a spiritual way. 

If you will take your Bible and read, study, medi- 
tate, pray, you will find that powers are coming to you 
that you did not have in yourself. , 

As your heart glows with the love of Christ there 
will arise a masterful desire to be more like Him. 

He will also cause His grace to grow in you and 
those with whom you come in contact will feel the 
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power of your Christian personality even before you 
speak to them about their soul’s salvation. 


You will also experience that the joy of the presence 
of the Holy Spirit in your heart will remove that timidity 
which causes you to hesitate to speak of spiritual things 
to your fellowmen. ' 

Also if you grow in the wisdom which the Word 
of God gives you will find so many wonderful solutions 
to your personal problems that others will see and recog- 
nize by your peace and joy that you have found these 
solutions and they will be attracted to you and want 
to know the source of your experience. 

You will also receive grace to overcome many per- 
sonal traits which might be a hindrance to you in soul- 
winning, such traits as peevishness, jealousy, pride, sel- 
fishness, frivolity, a loose tongue. 

This study of the Word of God for personal experi- 
ence will give you wisdom and understanding of the 
spiritual life and problems of other people and you will 
be able to share those passages of the Word by which 
God has spoken to you. This is the only successful 
method of winning others for Christ. You must be able 
to show them out of the Bible such things as will reveal 
to them their sins and the saving love and power of 
Jesus Christ. 

Motto for poster: “Come ye after Me and I will 
make you fishers of men.” There is a picture showing 
Christ talking to fishermen with their nets which could 
be used in connection with this study. This picture is 
reproduced in one of the Perry Picture Prints. 

Questions for Discussion 

Can you be a Christian without knowing whether 
or not you are saved? Can a Christian without assur- 
ance win others for Christ? Why are so many church 
members without assurance of their own salvation? Does 
baptism take the place of conversion? Or does God 
mean that our baptism should cause us to live in a con- 
verted state? See Luther’s answer to the question, 
“What does this baptism in water signify?” Would it 
be worth while for Leaguers to take a course of train- 
ing in a Lutheran Bible School in order that they might 
be better equipped to win others? Are our Lutheran 
young people too fond of pleasure and entertainment to 
give themselves to the serious task of preparing them- 
selves to win others? 


October 8, 1933 
Seventeenth Sunday after Trinity 
THE MASTER’S METHOD 
John 1:25-51 
(By Dr. Samuel M. Miller) 

In learning how to win others we surely could not 
do better than to study the methods that our Lord 
Jesus Christ Himself used. We shall take two examples 
from the Gospel of John and one speaker can handle 
each of them. 

I. Dealing With Different Types 

The first study will be that of John 1:35-51. This 
section gives us information of how Jesus dealt with 
several different types of men. 

The two disciples had heard the preaching of John 
the Baptist. Jesus knew that where the Word of God 
was being preached there was the place where souls 
might be won. Here are at least two hints for soul 
winners. Bring the souls that you are interested in to 
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church that they may hear the Word of God. And in 
this connection let us pray that God shall give our 
preachers the wisdom and courage to preach Christ, the 
Lamb of God that taketh away the sin of the world. 

Another hint is that we might observe those who 
have heard such preaching. Jesus beheld the two men 
following Him and saith unto them, “What seek ye?” 
After having heard the Word of God there are many 
souls who would be ready for spiritual conversation if 
someone would speak to them. Think of the many 
wasted opportunities when after the service we have 
laughed and joked and in every way destroyed the at- 
mosphere that was created by the service. What an 
opportunity there would be to speak instead concerning 
the sermon and to inquire whether or not the friend 
knows Jesus as Saviour. 

“Come and ye shall see,’ said Jesus to the two 
and they went and “abode with Him that day.” It is 
not possible to do this soul-winning work satisfactorily 
in a crowd, but the opening can be made and then the 
invitation to come to some quiet place to talk it over. 
What a harvest of souls there could be if our Luther 
Leaguers followed Jesus’ method and made use of the 
opportunities after the services. 

Andrew had quickly caught the spirit of the Master. 
“He findeth first his own brother Simon and said unto 
him, we have found the Messiah.” Some think that 
because we are told that Andrew findeth first his own 
brother we are to infer that John was second in bring- 
ing his brother James. 

When Simon is introduced to Jesus, “Jesus looked 
upon him and said, thou art Simon, son of John, thou 
shalt be called Cephas (which is by interpretation 
Peter).” Here we see another picture of the Master’s 
method. He read the character of Simon. He saw that 
here was a man who needed an ideal to live up to, a 
challenge to spur him on. He was not a rock but it 
was possible for him to become a rock if he submitted 
himself to the saving power of the Lord Jesus. 

It is a wonderful challenge for souls to see what 
they are in themselves and what it is possible for Christ 
to make of them if they yield themselves to Him. 

Soul-winners should be able to show out of the 
Bible and by their own example that Christ can give a 
life of victory over sin. Every soul-winner should per- 
sonally know the experience of what is set forth in the 
sixth chapter of Romans and be able to guide others to 
the understanding of that passage, “we were baptized 
into the death of Christ.” Herein lies the power to 
crucify the old nature, the Simon nature, in us and 
“like as Christ was raised from the dead, so we also 
should walk in newness of life.” This presents the pos- 
sibility for the Peter life and character. It is tragically 
true that there are so few who are experimentally liv- 
ing out the meaning and the purpose of their baptism. 
We should like to refer all soul-winners to Pastor H. G. 
Randolph’s book, “Victory In Christ.” 

With Philip we see Jesus’ direct personal method 
in the challenging call, “Follow Me.” When He deals 
with Nathanael we see how He makes use of an ex- 
perience in Nathanael’s life by which to lead him to 
recognize the Christ, the Son of God. He praises Na- 
thanael for being “an Israelite indeed in whom is no 
guile,” but He also points him forward to the glorious 
experience which shall be his when he has seen the 
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heaven opened. So we should be able to show others 
that no matter what they now may be they can have - 
glorious experiences when they yield themselves fully 
to Christ. 
II. How Jesus Dealt with the Samaritan Woman 
John 4 

There is perhaps no richer example in Scripture of 
how Jesus dealt with an individual. Here we can see 
the Master Soul-Winner at work and watch every step 
of His method. How natural it was to ask for a drink 
when He was sitting by a well and the woman came 
to draw water. Who would ever have thought that such 
a simple question could lead to such a deep discussion 
and such a marvelous experience? If we are wise in 
soul-winning it will be possible to start out from almost 
any kind of conversation and tactfully swing it into a 
conversation about our relation to the living God. 

Observe with what gradual steps Jesus leads to the 
revelation of Himself as the Messiah in whom she is to 
believe as her Saviour. 

1. He appeals to her human sympathy by ask- 
ing for a drink. That put her in the position of being 
able to do something for Him, a very wise psychological 
move. 

2. When she reveals curiosity concerning the fact 
that He, a Jew, would ask drink of a Samaritan woman, 
He deliberately makes use of this curiosity and stimu- 
lates it further by the statement, “If thou knewest the 
gift of God, and who it is that saith unto thee, Give me 
to drink; thou wouldst ask of him and he would give 
thee living water.” Study this passage carefully from 
the viewpoint of stimulating curiosity. Get the force 
of “if thou knewest,” “if you only knew what I know, 
then you'd be asking.” Note her response of “whence?” 
and “who?” 

3. Now that she is intensely interested His pur- 
pose is to awaken in her a sense of need. He has some- 
thing that can give eternal satisfaction and He knows 
that she is a disillusioned soul who has not found satis- 
faction in earthly experiences. Note how easily Jesus 
mentions God and eternal life and how He has already 
brought the conversation upon that high spiritual plane. 

4. When the woman indicates that she is now will- 
ing to try out what Jesus is offering He aims straight 
at her conscience for the purpose of causing her to see 
and admit the guilt of her sinful life. This is absolutely 
essential if a soul is going to be won for Christ, for a 
person who does not see himself as a lost winner will 
never feel any need of coming to Christ as his Saviour. 
He now plainly tells the woman of the sin in which she 
is living. 

In seeking to win souls for Christ we will find that 
sins of the sex life play a great part in dragging many 
souls away from God. We must take just as pure and 
firm an attitude in those matters as the Lord Jesus 
does. There can be no excusing of the sin if we expect 
to win a victory in the heart of the sinner. 

5. The exposing of her sin causes the woman to 
realize that she is speaking to a prophet and also that 
she needs to get right with God, but she is confused by 
the religious differences of the day, or perhaps she is 
using them as an excuse for not seeking God. Then 
Jesus reveals to her the difference between ignorant 
worshippers, intelligent worshippers and spiritual wor- 
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shippers and shows her that the requirements for being 
a true worshipper of God are so high that no one can 
ever attain to them by their own efforts. “God is a 
Spirit and they that worship Him must worship in spirit 
and truth.’ How far this woman was from being in 
spirit and truth! 

6. As she realizes her own helplessness there is 
awakened within her the hope of the coming Saviour. 
It is when a sin-sick soul has realized the impossibility 
of saving himself that the promises of ‘salvation in 
Christ begin to find a place in the thinking. 

7. Now Jesus could tell her that He was the prom- 
ised Messiah and thus offer her the gift of faith in Him 
as her Saviour, 

Note again the seven steps as Jesus appeals to sym- 
pathy, curiosity, sense of need, conscience, relation to 
God, hope, and faith. ert 

It has often been pointed out that this woman left 
her waterpot at the well, but she had a well of water 
in her heart and she immediately began to overflow, for 
she witnessed to her neighbors, “Come, see a man who 
told me all things that I ever did. Can this be the 
Christe?

TWICE BORN MEN 
John 3:1-15 
(By Dr. Samuel M. Miller) 

In winning others for Christ our aim and purpose 
must be to bring them to the recognition of the neces- 
sity and the reality of being born a second time. 

In presenting the topic we desire to study the classic 
passage in John 3:1-15. 

Jesus’ Conversation With Nicodemus 

It seems that Nicodemus wanted to discuss Jesus 
as the miracle worker. We note how quickly Jesus turns 
the discussion. He seems to indicate that it is useless 
to discuss the source of His superhuman power with 
a man whose eyes are only those of the flesh and con- 
sequently he cannot even see the Kingdom of God. Only 
those who enter into the Kingdom of God by a new 
birth can see and understand its wonderful mysteries. 
Soul-winners must never be satisfied when others are in- 
terested only in the outward aspects of the work of the 
church or when their conversion is purely a moral 
betterment of the natural man. We must aim at the 
deep experience of new life. 

Jesus Discusses This Eternal Life Under 
Six Headings 

1. Its necessity. Without the new birth it is im- 

possible to even see the Kingdom of God. In verse 7 
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we read, “Ye must be born anew.” 
There is no other way. 

2. The method. Not by entering a second time 
into his mother’s womb but, “Except one be born of 
water and the Spirit he cannot enter into the Kingdom 
of God.” The method then is to be born of water and 
the Spirit. There has always been a discussion amongst 
men of differing viewpoints as to whether or not this 
refers to Christian baptism. Of course, this is spoken 
before Pentecost and Christian baptism had not been 
instituted. But without a doubt Jesus is here, as in 
chapter 7:39, pointing forward to Pentecost. Some say 
water is the symbol of the Holy Spirit, but if that were 
so here in John 3, we would have a repetition, “Except 
one be born of Spirit and the Spirit.” It would seem 
that to Nicodemus water could hardly stand for any- 
thing but the Old Testament ceremonial cleansings, 
which had their consummation in John’s baptism to re- 
pentance. The Holy Spirit must first prepare the heart 
by convicting of sin before He can enter in with the 
newness of life. But this is also the purpose of Chris- 
tian baptism. 

Most important is to see that we are absolutely 
unable by any self-effort to produce a new birth. It 
is the work of the Spirit of God. 

3. Its distinction. “That which is born of the flesh 
is flesh and that which is born of the Spirit is Spirit,” 
verse 6. This is not a question of reforming the flesh. 
The flesh or natural life which we receive from our 
parents will always be flesh and if we enter into the 
Kingdom of God by the new birth, the destiny of the 
flesh is that it shall be drowned, destroyed, put off, etc., 
whereas the new nature which is of the Spirit is a nature 
in which we can worship God here and share His eternal 
glory in the life to come. 

4. The experience of a new birth, It is not pos- 
sible to scientifically analyze and logically describe all 
the processes of the new birth, but it can be definitely 
experienced for all of that. Jesus uses the simple illus- 
tration of the wind. Perhaps he and Nicodemus were 
sitting on the roof of some house and a soft night breeze 
was blowing past them. No human being could tell 
where that breeze started and just where it would go 
and still Nicodemus could be absolutely certain that he 
was experiencing the blowing of that wind. 

So, too, with the spiritual wind, the Holy Spirit (for 
it is interesting to note that the word for wind and 
spirit are the same). One cannot exactly describe all 
the processes of the Spirit’s working and yet be abso- 
lutely certain that one is passing through the experience 
of the work of the Holy Spirit. 

5. The revelation. We would never have known 
all these things at all except had not Christ come from 
heaven to reveal them to us. The earthly things that 
He had spoken of was the new birth which is experi- 
enced on earth. The heavenly things were the things 
concerning Himself, His deity and His saving work 
which makes the new life possible. 

6. The origin and possibility of eternal life. It is 
all bound up on the person of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
He descended out of heaven. He has ascended into 
heaven. He is in heaven. All of which proves that He 
is God. But as the God-man He was crucified and bore 
our sin in His body on the tree in order that we might 
have eternal life in Him.

The reference to Moses and the serpent in the 


wilderness should have made all things clear to Nico- 
demus. The children of Israel disobeyed God. The 
serpents stung them in judgment. The brazen serpent 
was lifted up. All that the victim needed to do was 
to take Moses at his word and look at the brazen ser- 
pent and healing power came from God. 

We have sinned and the venom of sin is in our souls 
—we must die. Christ who knew no sin, came “in the 
likeness of sinful flesh.’ “He was made to be sin for 
us.” All we are asked to do is to admit our lost con- 
dition, trust in the sacrificial death of Christ and place 
ourselves in the hands of the resurrected, ascended Jesus 
Christ. Then the Holy Spirit of God takes of Christ’s 
eternal life and places it in us. The two “musts” have 
come together, “Ye must be born again” and “The Son 
of Man must be lifted up.” 

It is this fruit of Christ’s death and resurrection 
which the Holy Spirit brought to us in holy baptism. 
We believe that the statement, “Except one be born of 
water and the Spirit he cannot enter into the Kingdom 
of God,” applies to infants as well as adults for by 
nature we are born in trespasses and sin. Jesus has 
plainly said that we should “suffer the little children to 
come unto Me for to such belongeth the Kingdom of 
God,” which proves that He wants them in the King- 
dom and that it is possible for them to enter that King- 
dom. Since new birth is the means of entry we rejoice 
that we may believe that in holy baptism they receive 
that new birth. That is what we understand by the 
command, “Baptizing them into the name of the Father 
and of the Son and of the Holy Spirit.” To be baptized 
into the name of the Triune God we understand to mean 
into a life-union with the Triune God. 

But the life received in holy baptism can be sent 
to death. It can be starved to death. It can be choked 
to death. And therefore even if we have been baptized 
the serious question is, “Do I now live that life received 
in holy baptism?” 

That life process has two sides as indicated by 
Luther’s answer to the question, “What does this bap- 
tism in water signify?” 

The negative side is the drowning and destroying 
of the old nature in us. If the flesh is dominating our 
life then we are not living the eternal life. Read 
Romans 8:5-13. Note especially, “For if ye live after 
the flesh ye must die—but if by the spirit ye put to 
death the deeds of the body ye shall live.” 

The positive side of this life is the development and 
growth of the new man under the guidance and by the 
power of the Spirit of God, “For as many as are led by 
the Spirit of God, these are sons of God.” 

One who has been baptized but has died spiritually 
can by the grace and power of God be resurrected from 
that spiritual death, “This my son was dead and is alive 
again.”—Luke 15:24. “Awake thou that sleepest and 
atise from the dead and Christ shall shine upon thee.”— 
Ephesians 5:14. It is not necessary that he be re-bap- 
tized for God’s part of the covenant has never been 
broken and it is only necessary that by true repentance 
and faith the sinner again appropriate what God is 
always ready to give in Christ. Just think how many 
have fallen from the grace of baptism and therefore 
constitute a field for the soul-winner to work in.

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Questions for Discussion 

Can we be sure that saving power came to us from 
God in holy baptism? Study Romans 6, Colossians 2, 
Titus 3, I Peter 3:20,21, and Peter’s words in Acts 
2:38, 39. By what paths does the flesh lead many young 
people from the life in God? If we are living the life 
of twice-born men will we produce work of the flesh 
or fruit of the Spirit? See Galatians 5. Can we cail 
those people children of God who have not been born 
again? Note the spirit of adoption statement in Romans 
8:15. Can we say that an infant can have faith? Note 
John 1:12,13 and Ephesians 2:8.

MEN OF THE CHURCH AND MISSION WORK 


(By Rev. J. W. Kapp. D.D., 
Executive Secretary of the Brotherhood) 


When one reads the positive instruction of our 
Lord, “Go ye into all the world, and preach the Gospel 
to every creature,” one would suppose that all Chris- 
tians would earnestly endeavor to have this done just 
as quickly as possible, but as a matter of fact compara- 
tively few are definitely endeavoring to do this. There 
are several reasons why in this group there are large 
numbers of men: 

(a) The study of missions has been turned over to 
the women. Until the Brotherhood put this subject into 
its topics for study, no group of men ever sat down to- 
gether to study this question. Where there is no 
Brotherhood the only group that concerns itself about 
it is the Women’s Missionary Society. Several years 
ago when this was one of the topics in the Brother- 
hood, a pastor wrote us that actually his men had studied 
the subject and became deeply interested. He thought 
the subject was so identified with women that the men 
would not consent to consider it. 

(b) The emphasis is laid on giving instead of in- 
formation. Since many men know practically nothing 
about missions at home and abroad they are not in- 
terested. 

Can men be interested in this work? Yes, if the 
subject is presented from a man’s standpoint. A few 
years ago many were astonished at the response made in 
the Laymen’s Missionary Movement. Men showed the 
deepest interest and readiness to serve to advance the 
cause. That movement demonstrated the fact that 
when the subject is properly presented, there will be 
no lack of response. 

In order to secure this interest, information must 
be given. This can be imparted best by a study of the 
subject in the regularly monthly meeting of the Brother- 
hood. Every Brotherhood should have a committee on 
missions. This committee should know the work so 
well that it will be able to bring interesting information 
at every meeting. It should distribute missionary litera- 
ture at every meeting. It should take charge of every 
program on a missionary topic and make the meeting 
helpful and interesting. With the consent of the pastor 
it should arrange to have a returned missionary at least 
once a year take charge of a service. It should take 
charge of the Every Member Canvass or Visitation. If 
the church prints a weekly bulletin it should furnish 
brief, pungent items for it. 
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What, aside from the regular church program, are 
the men doing in this field? 

We have two projects, one an Inner Mission and 
the other a Home Mission project, though the latter is 
operated under the auspices of the Inner Mission Board. 
The first is the Mulberry Home for the Aged, located 
at Mulberry, Ind. This is the special project of the men 
of Ohio, Indiana and Michigan. For this work we pur- 
chased the property of the former Weidner Junior Col- 
lege. The buildings have been remodeled and we now 
have a commodious and beautiful institution, with thirty 
members. There are enough applicants now to create 
a waiting list. This is not surprising when you remem- 
ber that from the eastern Ohio line all the way to 
Nebraska we did not have a single home for our aged, 
except a small institution for women only. 

The other project is the Iron Mountain School for 
Boys and Young Men at Konnarock, Va. Here we have 
a fine property of 450 acres of land, 19 buildings, an 
orchard of 40 acres and every needed equipment for the 
farm. The farm will supply food for at least one hun- 
dred students. We had some doubt as to whether the 
mountain folks would respond to this opportunity. Our 
surprise has been that from the first we have been over- 
whelmed with applications to get into the school. We 
have been caught in the depression and have had to 
limit the number admitted. We now have fifteen stud- 
ents, though we have over three hundred applications. 
It is evident now that when finances become freer we 
can ultimately have a school of at least four hundred 
boys and young men. When this is realized it is evi- 
dent that the whole mountain region can be delivered 
from its abject condition. 

The school is a Christian, co-operative institution 
where the students will be taught how to establish nor- 
mal Christian homes and make their mountain farms 
profitable. 

Many persons who have seen the property and the 
opportunity have declared that it is the greatest home 
missionary project before our Church. The interest of 
the men in this work reacts in deeper interest in the 
Church in general and better service in the congregation.

LUTHERANS AROUND THE WORLD 


(By Rev. Ralph H. Long, D.D., 2 
Executive Director, National Lutheran Council) 


; Aim: To give a comprehensive picture of the Lutheran Church 
throughout the world, and to increase the appreciation of Lutherans 
for their Church. 


It is impossible in the brief time allotted to the 
discussion of the topic to go into detail. A whole period 
might easily be devoted to each of the Lutheran coun- 
tries in a discussion of the various phases of work done 
and the position which the Lutheran Church occupies. 

The rise and growth of the Lutheran Church 
throughout the last four centuries is one of the most 
fascinating and interesting studies because it takes one 
to every part of the earth. The Lutheran Church is in 
reality a Church of all nations. 

A World Church 

Through missionary endeavor and migration the 
Gospel has been carried by Lutherans to every part of 
the world, and today the Lutheran Church is established 


in every continent and every country of the earth. It 
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can, therefore, be truthfully said that the Lutheran 
Church is a world Church. 

The latest available statistics show the following 
memberships for the different continents: North Ameri- 
ca, 4,441,755; South America, 304,705; Europe, 56,319,- 
935; Asia, 432,893; Africa, 373,993; Oceania, 345,504— 
a total of 62,218,785 Lutheran members throughout the 
world, 

The countries in which there are more than a mil- 
lion Lutherans are as follows: Denmark, 3,200,372; Eng- 
land, 3,500,411; Germany, 33,774,754; Latvia, 1,055,067; 
Norway, 2,596,917; Poland, 1,000,000; Russia, 1,000,000; 
Sweden, 6,022,010; United States, 4,134,107. This great 
host of Lutheran adherents speaks and hears the Word 
of God preached in practically all languages. Men of 
all nations and races are united under the banner of the 
Augsburg Confession to make up the constituency of 
the Lutheran Church of the world. 

The Influence of a Little Book 

If we inquire how it was accomplished that the Lu- 
theran Church found adherents and established churches 
among all the nations of the earth the answer can 
probably be best given by saying: It was the influence 
of a little book. That little book is Luther’s Small Cate- 
chism, which has been translated into over one hundred 
languages. Luther was a firm believer that the treas- 
ures of the Gospel should be made available to the 
people in their own tongues. That is why he translated 
the Bible. 

The first translation of the New Testament ap- 
peared in 1522 and parts of the Old Testament in the 
next year. The complete German Bible did not ap- 
pear, however, until 1534. It is regarded as one of the 
great classics of German literature, and in addition to 
the truth it contained, taught the German people how 
to speak their language. 

Luther’s Small Catechism is usually the first book 
which the missionaries translate into the language of 
the people among whom they are working. The in- 
fluence which it has exerted in making the Lutheran 
Church a world Church is tremendous. It has been 
brought to the people of many tribes and nations through 
the consecrated zeal of a host of illustrious mission- 
aries, who have taught its truths and proclaimed its 
principles. Their efforts have been crowned with great 
success, and this little book has undoubtedly done more 
to extend the borders of the Lutheran Church than any 
other single book or agency outside of the Bible itself. 

The fruits of the Reformation which indeed are the 
fruits of the spirit are all given expression within its 
pages. It urges an open Bible to be read in every home; 
it gives the assurance of salvation, through faith in 
Jesus Christ, who is our Saviour from sin; it urges 
prayer in the church, in the home and private life; it 
supports the Scriptural teaching of the Sacraments, Bap- 
tism and the Lord’s Supper, and clearly enunciates the 
principles of freedom of conscience, of thought, of speech 
and of the press. 

United In Love 

The exigencies of the World War made it necessary 
for the Lutherans of America to co-operate in certain 
respects, as for instance, in the ministry to the Lutheran 
soldiers and sailors, which resulted in the organization of 
the National Lutheran Commission for Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Welfare. Other situations affecting the life of 
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the Lutheran Church which demanded concerted action 
brought about the organization of the National Lutheran 
Council in 1918 as a common agency of a number of 
Lutheran bodies to undertake certain definite functions 
in behalf of all. Scarcely had this organization been 
formed when the great World War came to a close and 
the plight of Lutherans in war-stricken and devastated 
countries claimed the attention of the new organiza- 
tion. A program of world service in behalf of needy 
and endangered Lutherans was inaugurated and has been 
carried on ever since with the result that approximately 
$8,000,000 in cash, clothing and food was raised and dis- 
tributed by the National Lutheran Council in the serv- 
ice of love to aid and help restore the Lutheran churches 
of Europe and some of the foreign missions in India, 
China and Africa. Out of this common service a bond of 
fellowship was developed among Lutherans of the world 
which resulted in the common recognition of the prin- 
ciples of the Lutheran Church as set forth in Augsburg 
Confession and the joining of hands of Lutherans from 
many lands in a central organization known as the 
Lutheran World Convention. 

The first meeting of the Lutheran World Conven- 
tion was held in Eisenach in 1923, and the second in 
Copenhagen in 1928. The contacts which were made 
through these meetings not only resulted in the forma- 
tion of a world organization but also served to create 
a better understanding and more mutual regard of one 
for the other. One of the remarkable things learned 
from these get-together meetings of Lutheran represen- 
tatives from all over the world speaking a number of 
different languages and organized under different forms 
of church governments, and coming from different 
economic and racial backgrounds, was the fact that in 
spite of all the differences there was a unity of the faith 
which was nothing short of marvelous. 

We may therefore say that out of a great catastro- 
phe, the World War, there came a great blessing for 
the Lutheran Church in so far as it afforded the occa- 
sion and offered the opportunity whereby the Lutheran 
forces of the world were brought together in sympa- 
thetic understanding for the problems confronting the 
Church. As the weakened churches in some of the 
countries grew stronger they in turn began to assist 
others who, because of circumstances, were unable to 
take care of themselves. The Lutherans of Russia have 
had to endure persecution, sometimes violent, but they 
have learned that their brethren, no matter of what 
nation, are standing back of them with their prayers 
and sympathy, and ready with their hands to offer ma- 
terial support for their strengthening. The movement 
of 397 Lutheran refugees from Harbin, Manchuria, to 
Brazil, South America, would never and probably could 
never have been accomplished, had it not been that the 
Lutherans of the world were united in a common cause 
through the agency of the Lutheran World Convention 
to assist the endangered and suffering Lutherans in 
whatever place they might be found. That event stands 
out as one of the most prominent in Lutheran achieve- 
ments in 1932 as will be recorded by future historians 
of the Church as the best evidence of the solidarity of 
the Lutherans of the world. The exchange of thought 
and contact that is being made through the Executive 


Committee of the Lutheran World Convention cannot 


but strengthen the ties that bind us together.

He will remove everything else until He has shown 
her something of the Kingdom.” 

“Yes,” responded Matthew, “do you not remember 
the time He called Zacchaeus from the tree? When we 
arrived at his home He refused to eat until He had 
talked to Zacchaeus and all his house about the coming 
of the Messiah Kingdom.” 

“And,” said Philip, “I well remember the night He 
refused to go to bed at all because He was trying to 
show Nicodemus His teachings.” 

“Surely, I have never seen a Scribe or Levite who 
was so zealous to explain the scripture,’ added another. 

“But then He does not speak like the Scribes or 
the Levites. Truly our Lord does speak with authority 
which none of these have ever had.” 

“Took. See how interested that woman is. Why, 
she gazes at Him as if she could not remove her look. 
Let us move a little closer to hear what it is He has to 
say to her.” 

She was speaking with deliberate slowness. “Sir, 
Thou art very different from any with whom I have 
ever talked. I was afraid when Thou didst first speak 
to me. But now J feel as if Thou were my brother. 
Yet with greater meaning Thy eyes seem to pierce my 
soul. It seems as if everything in me is visible to 
them. Pray, tell me, who art Thou?” 

“Go, and bring your husband, and we shall talk 
things over with him too.” 

“Sir, I have no husband.” 

“Thou hast said correctly, ‘I have no husband.’ For 
he with whom thou art living is not thy husband.” 

By now many more from the city had gathered to 
hear this unusual conversation with a Jew. From the 
outside of the group someone was bruskly pushing his 
way toward the woman. ‘Make way. Make way.” 

“He is coming now.” 
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By now he had arrived on the inside of the circle. 
He was tall and broad. Marks of cruelty were easily 
seen written over all the countenance. 

“Woman, what meanest thou? I have sent you for 
water this past hour because I was thirsty. Thinkest 
thou that thou canst do as thou pleasest? I have a 
mind to make thee do without food for the morrow. 
Who is this Jew with whom you dare have conversa- 
tion? Speak, before I strike thee.” 

“Shemuel, look at the man. Methinks He is more 
than Jew.” The two men gazed into each others’ eves. 
The one hard and cruel. The other soft and loving. Not 
one word was spoken. The people gathered closer to see 
what should come of it for Shemuel had much reputa- 
tion for becoming very angry at any man who spoke to 
his wife. On one occasion he had thrashed the man 
until he nearly died. 

But this Man at whom he was looking was differ- 
ent. True He was not big nor did He look extra 
strong, but yet there was something. There was some- 
thing in those eyes. They pierced into his hidden soul. 
Without saying anything they seemed to condemn. 

With great effort he broke that gaze and then with 
voice so soft that it amazed even himself, “Come, Tira, 
T’ll carry the water. bucket back.” 

“Wait, Shemuel. This Man on whom you have 
looked is no ordinary man. Of that I am quite sure. 
He has told me all things that I have ever done.” Then 
turning to the Christ she continued, “Won't you please 
speak to him too.” 

“God so loved the world that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth on Him should 
never perish, but have everlasting life.” 

“Sir, Thou dost speak differently from any of the 
Scribes to whom we have listened. Abraham has told 
us to worship in these mountains. Is that not the cor- 
rect thing to dor” 

“Woman, I tell thee the time is coming, yea, is 
here, when you shall neither worship in this mountain 
or any other place. Only to him who worships in spirit 
and truth shall know that spirit.” 

“Sir, show me that way.” 

“T am the way, the truth, and the life.” 

“T know that when the Messiah does come He will 
tell us all things.” 

Then Jesus turning to the woman said, “I that speak 
unto thee am He.”

Jesus was the greatest winner of men that the 
world has ever witnessed. Even His enemies were 
amazed at His ability to make and hold friends, who 
had determined on the Christian way of life. 

Even to the very place of His death this is true. 
As He was on the cross dying, the Centurion, who had 
caused Him to be placed there, said, “Surely, this must 
have been the Son of God.” 
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As we study the life of this Son of God we are 
deeply impressed with many things which went to make 
up His living and His attitude toward other people and 
Himself. His was a victorious personality. His was 
a winning life. Let us note just a few things which 
helped to make it that way. 

Jesus and Prayer Life 

In all of His life is there any one thing which 
stands out more boldly than Jesus and His prayer life? 
Time and time again we hear of Him going aside from 
the multitude and from His personal friends and hav- 
ing a quiet time of prayer. He prayed for Himself, He 
prayed for His friends. He prayed for His enemies. 
No one was outside the prayer life of the Messiah. 

“Christ In Gethsemane” is a very familiar picture 
which hardly no one would miss. It would be almost 
impossible to find anyone who has not heard at least 
part of that story. There He prayed so earnestly that 
drops of blood stood out on His forehead like great 
drops of sweat. When Jesus prayed it was not just a 
little formality that He went through. To Him the 
prayer life was His whole life. 

Is it not a pity that we do not pray more than we 
do? Certainly if Jesus the Son of God needed prayer, 
then each of us who have sinned each day of our lives 
do need prayer. We need prayer to keep our life fresh 
and vigorous. We need prayer to cleanse our soul of 
all its impurities. We need prayer to bring us close 
to the power of God—close to the only power that can 
save us and keep us saved. 

Henry Ward Beecher, one of America’s greatest 
preachers, used to say that he prayed one hour every 
day, except on the days when he was very busy. On 
those days it was necessary for him to pray two hours. 
so that he could gather the extra help that was needed. 

We have said that Jesus prayed for His enemies. 
He also admonished His disciples and all His followers 
to do the same. Certainly He did set a very good ex- 
ample when on the cross and life was slipping away, He 
prayed and almost the last thing He was heard to say 
was, “Father, forgive them, for they know not what 
they do.” 

Jesus and Forgiveness 


That leads us to say something about the forgiving 
nature of the Christ. It was so prominent in His per- 
sonality that all folks took cognizance of it. He was 
never known to carry a grudge; He was never known 
to breed a hate. We cannot imagine Jesus staying 
away from Church or League because He did not like 
somebody or because somebody did not like Him. There 
were many who did not like Him, and gladly would have 
seen Him ruined; but in His breast He carried nothing 
but love for all humanity. He loved so much that He 
was willing to come to the last part of His life and use 
those last parting breaths asking God to forgive those 
who had done Him this injustice. 

Jesus and Humility 

If anyone had just reason for being proud surely 
that would be Christ. Was He not the Son of God? 
Was He not perfect and without sin? But Jesus was 
not proud. In fact, He was the most humble of all 
people. 

No task too lowly for Him to perform in winning 
men to His way of life. No position too humble if He 
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could have opportunity of speaking to some fellow 
wayfarer. 

To Him humility was a cardinal virtue. Never did 
He lose an opportunity to stress this on His followers. 
Not only did He speak of it, but He set for them the 
outstanding examples of what they should do when He 
would be gone. He was willing to wash the feet of the 
disciples; He was willing to take the obscure seat. They 
who knew Him knew Him as a Man who ever humbled 
Himself. 

Jesus and the People 

Jesus taught the crowds. Great multitudes fol- 
lowed Him to listen to His unusual teachings. He 
taught them as never man taught. But He also de- 
lighted in dealing with the individuals of His time. 

We remember His experience with the woman by 
the well near Samaria. When His disciples questioned 
Him He said, “I have meat to eat that ye know not of.” 
There He opened the scriptures to her while He missed 
His supper. He kept on talking to her until she saw 
things as she had never seen them before. 

Nor should we forget Nicodemus, or the rich young 
ruler, and Philip, and many others. One by one He 
called His followers. One by one He trained them in 
the hidden secrets of the Christian way of life. 

Jesus had no difficulty in getting along with other 
people. He never offended. Always He was friendly. 
Is it not possible that this was due to the fact that He 
did love them so much? He could hold no feeling 
against anyone. 

Jesus and Scripture 

No one of Jesus’ time knew the. scriptures of the 
Old Testament better than Jesus Himself. Again and 
again He confounded the scribes and learned men of 
His day by His extraordimary knowledge of the writ- 
ings of the prophets and the interpretations thereof. 

It would be evident that He did feel that a very 
thorough ability with scripture as most important in the 
dealing with individual people. Never does He attempt 
to deal with the problems of His day unless He injected 
new truths from old sayings with which they were very 
familiar. There is no help so valuable as the scripture 
itself in leading people to the saving knowledge of the 
saving grace of God. 


If Jesus Christ is a man— 

And only a man—TI say 

That of all mankind I cleave to Him, 
And to Him will I cleave alway. 


If Jesus Christ is a God— 

And_ the only God—I swear 

I will follow Him through heaven and hell, 
The earth, the sea, the air. 


Many other things could be added to a very profit- 
able list of the characteristics of the Christ in dealing 
with men. Always He was sincere, and honest, and will- 
ing to help. 

Even though we are young, we too can help. We 
too can pray for others; we too can develop the spirit 
of forgiveness; we too can learn to be humble; we too 
can be interested in other people, and endeavor to help 
them to the best of our ability; we too can study the 
scripture that we may not only find help for ourselves, 
but that we may be used as the instruments in helping 
others to know the Christ better every day. 

Certainly the Christ whom we claim for ourselves 
would expect no less.

John 3:1-15

result of evangelism. 

Christ Returning to Heaven 

There is a legend about Christ returning to heaven 
after the ascension and Gabriel met Him at the gateway. 
The following conversation then followed: 

‘Lord, what arrangements have you made for the 
spreading of your gospel?” 

“T have given the commission over to twelve dis- 
ciples. They will continue to give it to all people and 
then these other people will give it to others until every 
person in the world will have heard of the name of 
Jesus.” 

“Oh, yes, we have heard up here about those twelve 
humble men. But surely you have made other arrange- 
ments beside that. What if these should fail? 

“I have made no other arrangements. If these fail 
the cause is lost.” 

If these should fail the cause is lost. Christ is de- 
pending on each of us to carry on the program. He is 
depending upon us to spread the gospel teachings to 
other people in this country and in other parts of the 
world. 

Each one of us has had a very definite piece of 
work to do. If we fail to carry that out there will be 
no other person who can do it. No boy or girl can 
do the work of any other boy or girl. No person can 
eat food for another person. No one can do the read- 
ing or praying for another person. Each must do his 
own. In the plan of God there are many other things 
which each of us must do and which no one else can 
do. Do each of us know what that plan includes for 
us? If we concentrate ourselves on Him He will show 
us how to perfect that plan which is dependent upon us. 

The living results of evangelism of today are de- 
pendent upon us. We are the persons who are expected 
to so live so that others may desire to know more about 
Christ, but we are also to testify for Him. We are 
definitely to plan how we can be of assistance to other 
people and how we can lead them to our Saviour. 

The thousands who have been converted in the for- 
eign fields are today the living results of evangelism. 
The thousands who have been converted in our own 
country today are the living results of evangelism. They 
have been converted and turned to Christ because some- 
one had interest enough to try to show them the way. 
But these people will not live forever. We must depend 
upon the boys and girls of today to prepare themselves 
to be the leaders of evangelism of tomorrow. 

There is no field of work that has such large possi- 
bilities as that field which is open to each one of us. 
Some must prepare for the ministry; some for the for- 
eign field; some for doctors, nurses and teachers. But 
no matter in what phase of life we may work there is 
abundant opportunity for each one to witness for Christ 
and help make Him real to others. 

The saddest thing that could happen to any boy 
or girl is to grow into maturity and then die at a good 
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old age feeling that in all the world there was no liv- 
ing result of his or her definite bit of work in evangel- 
ism. It is a very sad affair that any person can live a 
lifetime and not add even one living result of evangel- 
ism to carry on the work, 

Living results of evangelism can only live just as 
long as the individual stays close to Christ. Many are 
the people who are living who have their names on the 
church books, but who have lost the spark of real 
evangelism. They have ceased to read their Bibles; 
they have stopped praying; they have neglected to do 
good work for other people without expecting pay. They 
need to be touched again with the Holy Spirit and be 
reconsecrated to His great life. 

If we are to remain living results of evangelism it 
must be necessary that each day of our lives we seek 
the forgiveness of our sins, get the new spirit of the 
Master and rededicate our lives to Him. Just being 
converted once and then forgetting all about it is not 
enough. And the best way to be sure that we keep 
alive in our breasts the real meaning of Christianity is 
by always endeavoring to give it to other people. It is 
impossible for us to give anything which we do not 
I can’t give you fifty cents unless I have fifty 
cents to give. Neither can I give a person Jesus Christ 
unless I also have that Christ myself. Again we ex- 
perience that the more we give the more we shall have. 
But when we give nothing then there is a very good 
chance that we have nothing. 

Its a good thing to check up on our living. Each 
night to ask ourselves, “Who is happier today because 
I have made them so?” “Whose load is lighter tonight 
because I have made it so? “Whose life has a little 
more of Christ because I have made it so?” ‘These are 
searching questions, but they are also cleansing ques- 
tions if they be answered in all honesty of heart. 


It would not be difficult to name many hundreds of 
people of outstanding merit who are today the living 
result of evangelism, but that is not our aim. Not only 
those who are in high official life are Christian. The 
minister, the teacher, the doctor—these are not the only 
examples of living evangelism. Maybe it is some old 
woman who lives down in the last house in some back 
alley. Maybe it is some boy who even himself would 
not recognize that he was. 

Today when we think about living results of evan- 
gelism it is much more important that we ask another 
searching question. “Am I a living result of evangel- 
ism? Is my life cleansed of its sin? Have I given my- 
self to Christ determined to follow Him -where He 
wants me to go?” 

It is very easy sometimes to pass judgment as to 
whether someone else is a Christian or not, but our 
chief concern is now my own relationship with Christ. 
Is there one person in our League who has not accepted 
Jesus Christ as a personal Saviour? That is our duty.

MEN OF THE CHURCH AND MISSIONS 
Matthew 28:16-20 


The material herewith is not complete in itself 
for the study of today’s topic. It is merely one-third of all the 
material available and necessary. For the other two-thirds refer to 
the Intermediate Quarterly Helps and the Senior Section in the 
Review. In the study of the topic for today, as always, follow the 
Suggested Program in the Intermediate Quarterly Helps. According 
to the Suggested Program for today the following material is to be 
used after the Quarterly Helps and Senior Review materials have 
been studied.) 


(To the Leader: 


Suggestions for Discussion 


1. From the Quarterly Helps material what mis- 
sionary activities of the men would you mention as be- 
ing the most important? 

2. From the Senior Review topic material what 
two missionary projects are engaging the attention of 
the Brotherhood? Where are these located? How would 
you classify them as missionary projects—foreign, home 
or inner? 

3. Does the Brotherhood have a foreign missionary 
project? Should it? Give reasons for or against. 

Nothing so far in our discussion has been said 
about the Laymen’s Movement. While this organization 
of volunteer laymen never intended to take up mission- 
ary work directly, yet two of their objectives indirectly 
contribute a great deal to the missionary work of the 
church. They are (1) supporting young men in train- 
ing for the ministry and missionary work, and (2) pub- 
lishing literature and assisting in many ways along lines 
of Stewardship and the Every Member Canvass. 

4. How does the program of the Laymen’s Move- 
ment as suggested above materially aid missions? 

The writer has heard many speakers, both men 
and women, scold the men for not having an organiza- 
tion similar to the Women’s Missionary Society that 
would engage itself in missionary work like that done 
by the women. It has also been said many times that 
the men are slackers in missionary interest, zeal and 
work as compared to the women. Maybe this sort of 
condemnation of the men is just—and maybe it isn’t. 
Let’s see. 

5. One of the chief reasons why the women have 
a Missionary Society is because they have the time to 
give to it. On the other hand the men are employed 
and as a result lack the time to give to such a concerted 
activity. Do you believe this? Why or why not? 

6. If the men did have the same amount of time 
as women to give to a Men’s Missionary Society, do you 
consider man to be so endowed and so constituted by 
nature to do what the women are doing? 

7. The women have about 75,000 members in their 
Society. They gave $5 per member into their Society 
for a total of around $375,000 during the year ending 
July, 1933. How many men serve on all the church 
councils of our United Lutheran Church in America? 
Figure that out. How does the score stand as between 
men on church councils and women in the Women’s 
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Missionary Society? Would you say that each church 
councilman gives an extra $5 each year to boost local 
work—current and benevolent? According to your find- 
ings are the men altogether slackers? 

8. After all is said and done isn’t it true that men 
and women are differently made up, so that in church 
work as in all kinds of work, men generally do the 
things intended for them, and the women the things in- 
tended for them? 

9. Would you say that the men as an organization 
are not doing more than they are for missions because 
they are not informed, or because it just isn’t in men 
to get excited over missions like they do in a Rotary 
Club program or similar clubs and fraternities? 

The writer is a man and doubtless has put up a 
defense for his kind, but he does not want to excuse 
the men for failing to do their full duty. The truth 
of the matter is the men in their Brotherhood organiza- 
tion are not doing very much for at least one of their 
two national projects, namely, the Iron Mountain School 
for Boys and Young Men. Down there in Virginia at 
that school its “superintendent has received only two 
months’ pay in the last fourteen months” (quoted from 
the July, 1933, number of Lutheran Men). Besides that 
school has a capacity for 100 boys, with a present oc- 
cupancy of only 15 and a waiting list numbering more 
than necessary to fill it to the brim. 

10. Is there anything we can do about helping 
these conditions? Yes, by telling our dads to get awake 
and come to the aid of the Brotherhood’s work.

WORLD LUTHERANISM 
Romans 8:14-17 


The Lutheran Church is a world church, because it 
is not confined to one country, language or race; be- 
cause it is spread over the whole world; and because its 
message meets the sincere soul desires of any one type 
of world citizen. It is truly a universal church, because 
it meets a universal longing—the longing of man for 
God, and because it correctly presents the longing of 
God for man. 


The Lutheran Church is also one of the great forces 
of today. Born out of the spiritual needs of men more 
than 400 years ago, it continues to satisfy those needs 
in an increasing degree. It is impossible to compute 
its spiritual strength, which is undoubtedly its greatest 
power. We may take just pride in its numerical 
strength, as we learned that strength to be in an earlier 
study of the topic, but that fact is merely the outgrowth 
of its steadfast and insistent claim before the world as 
a revealer of the truth as it is in Christ Jesus. The 
offer of Jesus to give “life abundantly” has been trans- 
lated into glorious results through the Lutheran Church. 


Not a Changing Church 

We are an unchanging Church so far as testimonial 
truth to the doctrines and power of the gospel is con- 
cerned. We may be slow in adopting new methods and 
adapting ourselves to a changing world, but immovable 
in the matter of tinkering with the gospel message. 

Folks in other denominations (and some in our own 
to their shame) accuse us of being behind the times 
and out of touch with the needs and problems of the 
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present day. The unkind criticism of such traitors to 
the cause of Christ shouldn’t disturb us in the least, for 
when God is on our side—who can be against us? 
Not an Unchanging Human Nature 

Just because the outward conditions in the world 
change doesn’t prove that human nature changes. It 
is human nature in sin that the church is on earth to 
serve. The problems of the Church of today and of the 
future are the same problems of the church of the past, 
because human nature is unchanging and therefore need- 
ing an unchanging gospel. 

We Are Not Here for a Day 

The Lutheran Church is not on earth to serve its 
own ends, but those of the Father above. Our Church 
is not a day-bed contraption that is put out of sight at 
will, but one that stands on its four legs all the time. 
It has a positive and permanent stand upon the scripture. 

Rev. J. R. Hunt in that remarkably fine booklet 
entitled “Lutherans At a Glance,” says, ‘““The Lutheran 
Church unanimously holds to the inspiration and infalli- 
bility of the Bible. Because of this positive stand it has 
never had a denomination split off from its ranks, it 
has never had a heresy trial and it is not troubled with 
Negative Higher Criticism which is robbing so many 
churches of their faith in the Bible. For four hundred 
years it has stood upon this platform and in all that 
time has not found it necessary to change one doctrine. 
The doctrinal position of the Lutheran Church has met 
the conditions in almost every country on earth and has 
won. It fits into the needs of the human soul and satis- 
fies men’s longings after those things which are spirit- 
ual. In America the Lutheran Church has been pecul- 
iarly successful. In the face of all these facts it must 
be admitted that a religion which has stood such a test 
surely has a bright future before it.”

Preparation 

Jesus in the Temple. We see Christ in the Temple 
preparing Himself to go out to be about His Father’s 
business. ‘The greatest task put before Him was to win 
hearts for God. Christ in all His earnestness sought 
ways by which this might be brought about. If Christ 
had to prepare, how do you think we need to prepare 
today? , will you tell us? 

Junior: We need to live as nearly like Christ as pos- 
sible. We may learn how Christ lived by coming to 
God’s House and attending the church services, Bible 
School and Junior League. When I learn my Bible and 
I hear what men must do to become workers for Christ, 
I realize it is the first great duty of boys and girls to 
be filled with the spirit of our Master. 

Second Junior: We as Juniors are to become wit- 
nesses for Christ.

I wonder if we show the friendly 
spirit Christ would have us show toward the boys and 
girls who are strangers? 

Fifth Junior: We want to keep our Church clean. 
When company comes to our home, we like to have 
everything clean and orderly. When we invite our 
friends to our church, we want them to find it clean 
and attractive. We all love to have parties, yet how 
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many of us think of cleaning the rooms and putting 
them in order after we have played and had our re- 
freshments? Samuel was busy in the Temple, keeping 
things clean and orderly.

What 
can we do to make our place more attractive? (Let the 
children suggest the various things they may do to 
beautify the Bible School room and be sure to give 
them the opportunity to carry out the suggestions.) 
Things To Do This Week 

1. Talk to every new child in your neighborhood 
and invite them to your Bible School. 

2. Ask your pastor for names of unchurched chil- 
dren and speak to your Bible School teacher. 

3. Plan to be present at the next meeting when the 
commissioning service is held for those who will go out 
as Junior missionaries.

Andrew brought Peter. Let us picture the Sea of 
Galilee with the men fishing, the children playing and 
the boats sailing upon the dark blue waters. Jesus came 
along the shore with eyes which saw not only what was 
about Him, but the very hearts of men. Andrew saw 
the Master, heard His voice, and hastened to give the 
good news to his brother Peter. How proud Andrew 
must have been of his brother when he preached that 
sermon which led to the baptism of three thousand 
people on the day of Pentecost. Andrew brought his 
brother to Jesus. 

Philip brought Nathanael. Read John 1:43-51. Let 
us think as we look upon those we meet as being God's 
boys and girls. As Christ saw and understood Nathan- 
ael, so He sees our lives and understands the motives 
we have when we bring others to Jesus. 

Why should we bring others to Jesus? This is not 
so very hard to answer. Juniors can find the answer to 
this question. 

First Junior: God sent Jesus to this earth to save 
men from their sins. Only Jesus can forgive sins. 

Second Junior: We bring others to church so that 
they may learn to know God’s Word. 

Third Junior: When we learn to know what is right 
and wrong it helps us to build strong lives. 

Fourth Junior: Jesus calls us so we may be trained 
to go out and speak to others about Him. 
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Fifth Junior: We want lives to have hope and faith 
in our Father in heaven. It is through Jesus we are 
able to tell what God is like. ; 

Superintendent: How many of you are willing to go 
out this week and help to bring the unchurched boys and 
girls into the Bible School and Junior League? All 
of those who are willing to work for Jesus may stand. 

The Commissioning Service 

(Have a picture of “Christ Calling the Fishermen” 
before the League. Place a lighted candle in front and 
point out that this is the Christlight they are to let shine 
during the week in order to bring others to church.) 

Superintendent: O, send out Thy light and Thy 
truth, let them lead me (lights candle). 

Juniors: God is light and in Him is no darkness at 
all.

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Christian Parents 

Leader: How many of the fathers and mothers be- 
long to this church? (Stop long enough to count the 
number.) How many parents belong to other churches? 
How many do not belong fo any church? We are here 
in the Junior League and Bible School because our 
parents have been interested enough to find a church 
for us that reminds of the hours when we shall come 
and also give us money for our offering. We were bap- 
tized when we were babies because our fathers and 
mothers were anxious to have us enrolled as baptized 
members in the church. Very few of us remember any- 
thing about the service. Yet we are grateful that the 
Church has a place in its membership for children. 

Leader: , can you tell us how we may 
become faithful members? 

Junior: The Bible tells us how to be faithful. It 
gives us a knowledge of what Christ wants us to become 
and shows us the way we are to walk. The Bible also 
tells us how Christ loves children. He wants us to 
stay near Him so that we may become more like Him. 

Leader: , can you tell us where and 
how we may learn God’s Word? 

Junior: In Bible School we are taught the things 
which are necessary to become regular church members. 
We learn to confess our faith, to pray, and to sing 
praises unto the Father. We hope our new friends will 
be faithful in the classes so that the Bible School will 
have a real place in their lives. 

Leader: Is the Bible School the only place where 
we can hear God’s Word? will tell us. 

Junior: The church services are held for us. Many 
seem to feel that they are too young to go to church, 
but after we learn in Junior League the meaning of 
the church service, the hymns, the explanation of the 
various symbols, the church seasons, it is much easier 
to go to the service. We also understand many of the 
Bible stories the pastor refers to in his sermons. Let us 
strive to have all of our members attend the church 
services. 

Leader: How many of you are planning to enter the 
confirmation class this year? Why do you wish to enter? 
(Write on the blackboard the reasons for joining the 
confirmation class.) 

Junior: My parents, my Bible School teacher and 
my pastor have been preparing me for entrance into the 
confirmation class. The Junior League has helped me 
to understand the step I will take when I am confirmed. 
It is my desire to confess Christ as my personal Saviour 
and to make Him my very own. Through the Com- 
munion Service I may be forgiven for the wrong things 
I have done and I trust that during this year of my 
preparation I may be fully prepared to have my name 
enrolled on the books of this church. 

Leader: What do you hope to do after you have 
joined the church? Do you think your study of God’s 
Word will be completed by that time? 

Junior: No, the confession is not the end, but the 
beginning of my studies and activity. If we are to be 
faithful followers of Christ and children of God we 
must continue to study and to prepare ourselves for 
greater things. It is only through us that Christ's 
Kingdom can be brought on earth and if we fail many 
will die without Him.

e suggesting the plan that a committee 
with the superintendent to arrange the 
meeting and that they be asked to investigate and bring in or assign 
to others to find out the required facts. It is frequently very help- 
ful to have such a meeting. We therefore are giving you_ only an 
outline for the meeting and ask you to have the Juniors find facts 
and work up the meeting. Write and let us know how this plan 
works out and how you like this type of topic.) 


Worship Period: Use the Topics Booklet “Our 
Church.” From this not only worship material, but 
many facts concerning our Church can be secured that 
the Juniors may incorporate in the meeting. 

Topic Discussion: Have the Juniors assigned all 
work one or two weeks in advance, have them ready to 
present work, help them find assignments. 

(1) Lutherans Around the World. Where are 
there Lutherans? How strong is the Lutheran Church? 
(Have a number of Juniors prepare a large outline map 
of the world by pasting four large sheets of white wrap- 
ping paper together and draw on this a map of the 
world, with the countries in large letters. A number 
of Juniors may give the figures and print them on the 
map in the meeting. 

In North America there are about 20,000,000. 

In South America there are approximately 1,000,000 

In Europe there are 60,000,000. 

In Africa there are about 400,000. 

In Asia there are 800,000. 

In Australia there are 30,000. 

And in New Zealand there are 500. 

(A group of Juniors may be assigned these figures 
and write a little sketch “Lutherans Around the World.” 
They might study a little about each country and the 
work the Lutherans are doing in each. This would 
make a fine project if assigned several weeks ahead. 
Give this sort of work to the Juniors frequently, do 
not have “cut and dried programs,’ by reading the 
material from the Review. Give them a little help and 
they will be able to arrange this type of meeting.) 

(2) Some Facts About the Growth of the Lutheran 
Church. Read articles in “Lutheran World Almanac,” 
Norlie and Kieffer; “The Lutheran Encyclopedia,” 
Jacobs and Haas; “The Story of the Church,’ Jacobs. 
Doubtless your pastor has these books. 

(3) How Did the Lutheran Church Grow—How 
Did the Reformation Spread? (Appoint a number of 
Juniors to find the story of the Reformation in the dif- 
ferent countries. If they can plan simple costumes and 
present these facts in a little sketch it will be interesting.
